THE CRISIS IN FORMOSA. 
FIGHTING NEAR KELUNG. 
REWARDS FOR JAPANESE HEADS. 

_ THB POLICY OF SOUTTLE, 

AN ADMIRAL 1 EADS THE FLIGHT. 
(From Our Special Correspondent with the 
Chinese Army.) 

Kolung, June 1, 

On the aftornoon of 20ch May, Japanese 
troups were landed at Ow-toe, which, by 
sea, is 15 milea south-west from Kelung. 
One regiment of Chineso soldiers. wan ata- 
tioned there, but quickly retreated, leay- 
ing the Japanose in full possession of the 
town and camp, “An advance was made on 
the s0th ate San-tua, four milos. dis- 
tant, and about twenty miles from Kelung 
hy land, Commander Chung, of the Ke- 


Ywng forces, says his mon carried on guv- 
tilla warfare, and killed sevatal Japanese, 
without Chinese loss of life. How much 
of this ia true I do not know ; however, 
three Japanese heads were brought io last 
night and 100 taels paid as reward for each. 

The road is very rough and hilly, and 
but little speed can be mado in moving 
soldiers, Tho character of the country can 
careoly be eXcelled for guorilla warfare. 
To.day the Japanese had advanced within 
ton miles of Kelung, and retreating Chinese 
soldiers, some with uniform and others 
with coata .torhed inside out or thrown 
aside, have been passing most- of tho after. 
hoon, About & pim,, am officer wag carried 
by atrotcher out’in his obair with a bad 
bullet ia his howd. Tho Chinese say the 
Japanese force coniisis of about 2060 
toldiora, Commonder Chung saya four 
thousand men havo been sent out to opposo. 
the Japanese, and to-morrow or next day 
2000 more ato to be sent, The reinforco- 
ments have been arriving by overy train 
all day, $30,000 is promised the soldiers if 
they euccead in driving the Japaneao back, 

The town of-Kelavg ia almost deserted, 
shops and markets closed up, and train 
after train has been crowded by natives and 
their families, leaving for Taipeh-fu. “Many 
have ala placed their effects on board sam- 
pane and gone down tha river, evidently 
preferring the Japanese to the Chinzee sol 
disrs. Japaneso men.of-war, with the ex: 
eoption of to-day, bave boon seen passing 
daily for tho last three days, but none have 
come within range. 

The Ohinose Nanshing, which has beon 
stationed hero all winter, loft on the 30th 
May with Admiral Yang and four regiments 
of soldiera for tho mainland. “Tho trans- 
port Fupo arrived on tho 30th, intending 
tp carry a catge of coal to Foochow, as wolt 
as to convoy some northern soldiers across, 
but while taking on hor cargo, the soldiora 
arrived on board and threatened the cap- 
tain unless he ceased loading éoals and gat 


‘ander way at ones, so the transport depart= 


ed with scarcely coal enough on ‘board for 
the trip. . : 


Three Japaneso heada packed in baskots 
arrived by train aud were brought to the 
Governor's Yamen, together with a blood- 
ataiged tunic of « Japanese private and a 
carividge pouch. A graat crowd was wait- 
ing before the Yamen to see the beads 
stuck on bamboos.. Wuh Taung-ling, o 
Cantonese Gonoral, captured these heads.

Ha 
opened them ine few ‘séoands.and rolled off 
the superetraoture just belore the gun went 
off,, ‘the oommander-oarries two Wounds in 
his left thigh aud snother over bis abdomen

song ond comfortable as possible, Tho 
broczo ot firat continaad to blew light, bat 
apparently from all direotiona at ones, and 
progontly it died away altogothor, ‘The kal] 
did not last, however, for to make a long 
atory abort, down cama the typhoon upon 
ua But thanks to skilfol natigation wo 
were brought safely through it, yot whilo 
the blow Inated, the oxperionse was on 
awful one, Tha weather modoratod to- 
wards morning, and at last we were ablo to 
get a little sleep, of whieh all on board 
stood in great need. On Tnesday morning 
about 11 o'clock, wo wore pact Kooehow, 
the weather being bracing and clear, though 
still egually, About thia tins the third 
officer, Mr R, E, Peel, who was on wateh, 
suddonty dcaeried a minuto speck in the aca, 
awuy tothe northward, The Captuin was 
culled ond after obsorving the object for a 
little while he ordored a course to be ahapod 
towards it, On approaching near enough 
wo made itonttobea small junk, dismacted 
and very badly knocked about, ond present- 
ly wo could seo 4 man on board waving 
what appeared to bea very small rag, fas- 
tened to a long atick: The Pekin was 
brought aa close ag possible to tho wreok, 
apon which we could now seo there wero 
meu, one of whom bad signalled ua. An- 
other wag on his -knees, knocking his 
forehead against tho deok and apparently 
praying, and the third was crouched up 
against the stamp of a mast, wailing out 
some very doleful native medody, Cap- 
tain Jackson ordered tho - mail-bost 
to be lowered and onlled for voluntecra 
to man her,, for the goa vag running 


mounting high end it. wos oextreme- 
ly doubtful whether the boat conld 
live in it or not, Bot to their credit be it 
said, every man of the crew oxpressed his 
instout readiness to go to the rescue of the 
castaways. The Captain thanked tham

One had o little strength left, 
sufficieut to carry hislong pipe with him, 


by menns of which and a small bag of to- |’ 


bagoo, ticd to the eud of the pips, he had 
meds tho signals which bronght the Pekin 
to his own and his companiony’ nsaistanco, 
All three wera most ..profuse in thoir 
thanks, and tho one with tho pipo, which 
wes, he said, tha only property be had 
rewaining in the world, offered it to tho 
writer of this narrative ag a souvenir of 
the episode, and as such it was accoptad. 
The poor fellowa, when Lhey lad somewhat 
recovered from their exposare, related that 
they had loft Shanghai several days before 
and lad, tho proviouy day, been sightod 
hy the .Japancse flect, which they said 
fired a shob at them. As o typhoon was 
coming up, howover, tha dapanese ran for 
some harbour, and tho craw of the jaok, 
in order to-gct away from the Japanese, 
ran right into the typhoon. 

‘Lhe little vessel waa digmasted and blown 
about 300 milos down the coast into the 
position in which the Pekin. sighted hor, 
Sevon of ber crew had -boen washed ovor- 
bourd and drowned, and the threo sur. 
vivors, who woro suffering a great doal 
from thojt..exposure, wora_sant.to. hospital 
when the Pekin arrived in Shanghai.

however, showed the improbability of 
British vessola having adeptad any such 
action, ond popular feeling against Eng+ 
land has since greatly subsided, while the 
fact that England refused to join the 
alliance of the three Powors againat Japan 
has revived our good feslings towarda hor, 
and all réiattment has now disappeared, 
It is not improbable that England has de 
cided to walk hand in hand with Japan in 
tho Far Kast, and that Japan, the England 
of the Orient, will contract an intimate 
friohdship with the England of the Occi- 
dent, the Powora mutually aiding each 
other, England and Japan’ boing friends 
inseparable ia trade’ as well as in diplomacy, 
it is ‘most desirable-that wo should uot lore 
the excellent opportunity of Admiral Fro- 
mantlo’s coming to this country on his re~ . 
turn to England, and by inviting him to an 
entortainment laugh away the miatake pra« 
viously made and thus in some measure 
cemont the feeling of friondship botween
